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TRAGIC—YET FARCICAL 

Philadelphians who read the emote, a 
Record, daily newspaper of that city, have re- 
cently been regaled with a series of articles 
written by a staff reporter which purports to 
give a true picture of*conditions in the south, 
in regard to labor, wages, conditions of life and 
work, etc. 

The self-admitted reason for these articles 
is to check the growing movement by manu- 
facturing plants to relocate in the south, which 
has taken from Philadelphia, and other regions 
of the north and east, many industries. The 
headline over the eighth and final article in 
the series, appearing in the Record of Sunday 
last, frankly states that the city’s knitting in- 
dustry will all move south within six months, 
unless congress enacts a wage bill which will 
set the same pay scales for all sections of the 
country, irrespective of sectional differentials 
in living costs, etc. : 

The picture given of living conditions 
among southern textile workers is so far from 
the truth as to be fantastic. It would be farci- 
cal but for the tragic fact that there must be 
many Philadelphians who have never been 
south, know nothing of the south and therefore 
will accept the statements made as true. 

Illustrations accompanying the article carry 
out the same theme. They’depict the extreme 
exceptions to the rule of decent living condi- 
tions in southern textile mill villages. In some 
cases, they are so evidently arranged and posed 
as to almost bear the stigma of a Hollywooden 
imagination. 

As a matter of fact, the Philadelphia news- 
paper employed a private photographer, whose 
home is in Atlanta, to secure these pictures. 
He was employed as a “staff photographer” for 
one month, with instructions to get the worst 
possible scenes of poverty he could find in this 
section. 

It would be just as easy to hire a photog- 
rapher in Philadelphia and instruct him to 
make pictures of the worst slum districts in 
that city—and there are many such pictures 
that could be made there—and publish them 
in a Georgia newspaper as typical examples of 
living conditions among Pennsylvania’s textile 
operatives. rn 

Similarly, it would be a simple matter for 
the staff reporter of a southern newspaper 
to visit Pennsylvania and, by selecting the ex- 
treme cases of poverty to be found there, and 
inferring that they represent the mode of life 
of the average Pennsylvanian, draw a horrify- 
ing picture of that state. Though it is doubt- 
ful if any southern newspaper publisher would 
be gullible enough to publish an article com- 
parable to these which have been printed in 
Philadelphia. 

The south knows, better than any other sec- 
tion, that unsatisfactory conditions exist in 
some places and in some instances. The south 
is steadily remedying these conditions. The 
ideal of social security and social sufficiency 
is yet far from realization in the south, in the 
north or west, in Philadelphia or Atlanta or 
New York, in any city, town or country cross- 
roads of the nation. 

It is not lower wages which is attracting 
the knitting industry to the south. Other ad- 
vantages which this section holds are respon- 
sible for the migration. Advantages not only 
to the owners and operators of the mills, but 
to the workers also. If this Philadelphia news- 
paper will make a true cross-section investi- 
gation of living conditions in the typical south- 
ern textile mill village, it will see why, to em- 
ployers and employes alike, the south beckons 
with irresistible allure. 

And, if illustrations are needed for such an 
article, they can be secured on the main streets 
of. such typical mill villages as Chicopee at 
Gainesville, the Goodyear mills at Cartersville 
and Rockmart, the Bibd mills at Macon and 
Columbus, or at scores of others in Georgia and 
the Carolinas and Alabama and Mississippi. 

The south welcomes the industries which are 
locating here. At the same time, the south 
warns any manufacturers, misled by such arti- 
cles as this in the Philadelphia Record, that 
they will not be permitted to operate sweat- 
shops. Such practices are not condoned. and 
are not wanted in the south. Owners of man- 


ufacturing enterprises of such character that | 


they would seek profit in inhuman exploitation 
of labor, as indicated in these stories, must 
look elsewhere than the south. 


THE PEOPLE HAVE SPOKEN 

The voters of Fulton county on Wednesday 
recorded their choice in several primary races 
for county offices. Out of a total of 37,370 
qualified to vote, 23,069 visited the polls and 
cast their ballots. While this number should 
be increased, and while the greater the per- 
centage of citizens who exercise their rights 
to the franchise the better for the cause of 
good government, the poll was so much larger 
than in some previous primaries there can be 
nothing, but gratification on this score. 

Excellent men were chosen by the voters to 
fill the several offices. With candidates of the 
caliber of those who sought nomination this 
year, it was inevitable that good men should 
go down to defeat. But good men were elected 
and the outcome of the primary leaves no bit- 
ter taste, either for victors or defeated. 

Dr. Charles R. Adams and Ed L. Almand, 
incumbent candidates for the county commis- 
sion, were re-elected. They have performed 
splendid service in the past and undoubtedly 
will continue this record in the future. At the 
first meeting of the board after the primary, 
held yesterday, Chairman J. A. Ragsdale and 
Commissioner George F. Longino both con- 
gratulated the primary winners and expressed 
views which presage complete harmony and 
co-operation by all members of the board in 
the conduct of the county’s affairs. 

Sheriff J. C. Aldredge, winner in the election 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of the 
late Sheriff James I. Lowry, should prove a 
capable, efficient and thoroughly acceptable 
official in that important post. He won the 
election by a wide margin and goes into office 
with the best wishes of the entire county.

municipal court, was returned to that post in 
which he has made a record of service that has 
won for him the respect of all citizens. 

The voters spoke emphatically against 
spring primaries and, acting promptly on this 
issue, the county democratic executive commit- 
tee yesterday repealed the rule requiring March 
or April ‘primaries. This was in proper demo- 
cratic acquiescence to the voice of the people. 
The evil of too-early primaries, with the con- 
sequent extended lame-duck periods for office- 
holders, is happily over. 

The county commission is charged with the 
conduct of one of the biggest, if not the big- 
gest, corporations in the state of Georgia. It 
faces a period of unusually onerous duty, with 
many problems to be decided. On the board 
as it now exists are citizens of experience and 
business judgment and Fulton county has every 
reason to feel utmost confidence in the han- 
dling of its public affairs. 

The primary and election came to happy 
conclusion and, although execllent men were, 
inevitably, defeated, there can be no regrets 
at the choice of, the voters. 


CRUSADERS FOR PEACE 

Not since the days when the organized lob- 
byists for prohibition were at the height of 
their strength has there been such a concen- 
tration of effort on behalf of a single cause as 
that now focused on Washington by the in- 
numerable societies and organizations whose 
objective is peace, at any price. 

It is estimated that tens of millions of 
Americans, from all walks of life, are affiliated 
with one or more of these groups. There are 
at least 60 separate and distinct organizations, 
each differing in the panacea against war of- 
fered, but all consecrated to the purpose of 
forever outlawing war, especially war involving 
the United States. 

It is conceded by most informed observers 
that the Brussels conference, called to seek a 
way to end the Sino-Japanese hostilities, failed 
because of the highly vocal public opinion 
against war under any circumstances rampant 
in America. It is acknowledged that this out- 
cry convinced the Japanese leaders that the 
United States government was merely bluffing 
in its announced approval of ‘“quarantine” for 
war agressor nations. Therefore Tokyo felt 
safe in ignoring the conference. 

The story of the peace movement in Amer- 
ica, of its growth, its’ financing and its tactics, 
is graphically told in an article by Stanley High 
which appears in the current issue of The Sat- 
urday Evening Post. It is a revelation aston- 
ishing in its ramifications and startling in 
many of its details. 

Mr. High concedes that the workers for 
peace, in practically all instances, are modern 
replicas of the crusaders of old. Inspired by 
the cause they have espoused, they are willing 
to go to any extent they think will advance 
their cause. They hold their expenses, consid- 
ering the things they do, at a low figure and 
few of their paid workers receive more than 
$25 a week. The highest known executive 
salary is $10,000 a year. 

“The fact is,” writes Mr. High, “the peace 
movement, although it may look like a racket 
to those who are out of sympathy with it, is a 
moral crusade to most of those who are on the 
inside.” 

The article is one of the most informative 
ever written on a phase of American life which 
is too little understood, but which is daily 
growing in force and hourly making itself more 
vocal. Every one interested in world affairs 
should read it with care and make notes for 
future reference.

AMERICA SPEAKS 


United States Sentiment for Disarmament Drops Sharply Since 
1937—-Japan’s Hint of New Parley Finds American 
Public Growing Cold to Arms Treaties. :

NEW YORK, ‘March 3.—In a 
surprise move which made front 
page headlines, the Japanese For- 
eign Minister, Koki Hirota, re- 
cently hinted that Japan was hope- 
ful of putting a stop to the world- 
wide naval building race through 
.. new international disarmament 
plan. 


His trial balloon comes at a| 


time when American public senti- 
ment, as tested by the American 
Institute of Public Opinion, is 
growing increasingly cool toward 
disarmament pacts. With congress 
debating a large increase in naval 
building, the Institute’s studies 


{find that public opinion has veer- 


ed away from international arms 
limitation in a truly remarkable 
trend. 

DISARMAMENT SENTIMENT 
REGISTERED BIG DROP 

As recently as last June, for ex- 
ample, an overwhelming majority 
of voters—79 per cent—said they 
thought the United States should 
reduce expenditures for national 
defense if other nations did like- 
wise. But today Institute studies 
find that sentiment for disarma- 
ment has dropped to the point 
where only about half of the vot- 
ers favor. a halt in our naval pro- 
gram if other nations agree to halt 
theirs. 

The question put to a scientifi- 
cally selected cross-section of vot- 
ers in the latest survey was: “If 
other nations would sign a disarm- 
ament treaty with the United 
States, would you favor giving up 
our plans to build a larger navy?” 

The vote is: “yes,” 52 per cent, 
“no,” 48 per cent. 

AMERICAN PUBLIC 
SKEPTICAL OF TREATIES 


The reasons given by voters for |

ers who oppose arms agreements 
say that any pact made at this 
time would soon be broken by one 
of the signatories. The remarks of 
voters are full of such phrases as 
“treaties don’t mean anything 
these days” and “look what hap- 
pened to the other disarmament 
cts.” 

“The second reason mentioned is 
that, with growing world unrest, 
the United States needs a bigger 
navy anyhow. 

Persons who, on the other hand, 
favor a new disarmament pact de- 
clare that only through reasonable 
agreements among leading nations 
can the peace of the world be 
maintained. But the survey found 
that those favoring disarmament 
treaties were not so intense in their 
feelings as those opposed. The 
proportion of those voting em- 
phatically “no” was far greater 
than the proportion voting em- 
phatically “yes.” 

IN PAST U. S. HAS LED 
TOWARD DISARMAMENT 

The new public attitude toward 
disarmament is particularly sig- 
nificant because the United States 
has in the past been a prime in- 
stigator of arms limitation. It call- 
ed the Washington conference in 
1922 which resulted in naval 
building agreements among the 
principle powers. 

Now, 16 years later, the Amer- 
ican public’s faith in such treaties 
has noticeably waned. And even 
though a slight majority still fa- 
vors some kind of disarmament 
agreement, there is opposition to 
having the United States take the 
lead as it did in 1922. This op- 
position was expressed in an In- 
stitute poll last June which found 
that while the majority felt the 
time was ripe for a new disarm- 
ament conference they did not 


‘think President Roosevelt should 


be the first to propose it to other 
world powers.

Report on Spain. 
NEW YORK.—With a back- 


ground of four months in Spain, 
during which he engaged in child- 
feeding work both in Nationalist 
and Loyalist territory, Dan West, 
a representative of the American 
Friends Service Committee, pic- 
tured needy conditions in some 
parts of the country this winter 
as alarming. 


The civil war might last an- 
other six months, a year or more, 
he said, adding that “the longer 
it goes on the more it is disinte- 
grating Spanish life.” 

“As a choice between the in- 
definite continuance of the killing 
of Spaniards by Spaniards and the 
partition of Spain, with allowance 
for minorities, I feel that the par- 
tition would be much preferable,” 
he declared. 


Mr. West said that although the 
soldiers of the government as well 
as those of General ~ canco were, 
as far as he knew, “well-fed and 
well-clothed,” children were starv- 
ing to death 50 or 60 miles from 
Barcelona and even in Iationalist 
territory needs were great. 


The Quakers’ committee on 
Spain, for which Mr. West went 
abroad early last fall, has under- 
taken to help the “neediest of the 
needy,” providing them with arti- 
cles of diet that will keep up body 
resistance sufficient to enable 
them to fight disease. With $1,000 
he said, the committee is able to 
take care of 5,000 children for a 
month, giving them, for slightly 
more than 1 cent a day each, por- 
ridge with Sugar and milk in the 
morning and cocoa with milk and 
a piece of bread in the afternoon. 


Because of the industrial char- 
acter of Loyalist Spain and the 
pushing eastward of the battle 
lines, relief work is more concen- 
trated there, he reported. 

. * « * 


Distressing Need. 


“When sent to see some of the 
officials of the Red Cross last 
September we were told that there 
was little need on the Nationalist 
side,” he related. “Later, as we 
talked with some who spent more 
time away from desks, we heard 
increasingly of unmet needs. As 
we went ourselves into mountain 
villages, miners’ villages, fisher- 
men’s villages and orphanages, we 
saw the needy children—dirty 
: legs ahd _ clothes; 
skin diseases which medical care 
might clear up; chattering jaws 
and blue faces in November winds; 
bare feet on a rainy December 
day; worn-out alphargatos (like 
bedroom slippers with hempen 
soles) often the only covering for 
their feet; strips of sheeting in- 
stead of stockings over frosted 
feet; beds in unheated rooms and 
with only one blanket. And we 
had likely not seen the neediest 
places yet.” 

In one village in Northern Bur- 
gos, Mr. West said, every family, 
including the mayor’s, was on re- 
lief. Mr. West thought the province 
of Asturias the neediest in the 
Quakers’ Nationalist area. Madrid, 
he suggested, was “likely the 
neediest city in Spain,” but all 
relief work there was govern- 
ment-controlled. He lost weight 
while in Catalonia because he 
“couldn’t feel right eating there, 
with So many people much hun- 
grier.” On one of the beautifu] 
arched porches at the old semi- 
nary in Barcelona where 2,500 
refugees were housed he saw a 
pile of small clean bones. Asking 
if some one had had chicken, he 
was told: “No, cat. Every cat that 
can be caught is eaten.”

Q. What is the 1937-38 world 
supply of cotton? 

A. The 1937-38 world supply of 
cotton is more than 50 million 
bales. The 1937 American crop of 
18,700,000 bales was the largest 
on record. The current year’s sup- 
ply of American cotton has been 
exceeded only twice before, and 
even if the 1938 crop should be

The office is in the monopoly 
administration building, each dis- 
trict having one. 
One enters. It is something like 


a bank office. There are chairs. 
There are small desks with pen 
and ink and blanks. At one end 
of the room is a long counter, or 
Cesk, behind which are the offi- 
cials, 

I watched the procedure. 

A tourist came in. His wife was | 
with him. They represented a 
large American firm and he was 
on a trip through Europe seeing 
some of the agencies. 

He told one of the officials that 
he was a visitor from America, 
that thought it was queer to have 
so much formality about getting a 
bottle of scotch in his room and 
that he had come to see about it. 

“Fill out one of these blanks, 
please,” said the officials. He 
walked to one of the desks with it: 
and the official who was show- 
ing me through, handed me one of 
the blanks. 

It required name and address, 
permanent address, age, national- 
ity. Then there was the question: 

“Why do you require spirits?” 

The American businessman had 
‘the answer for them. 

“To drink it,” he wrote in his 
form. After it was handed in he 
waited—while the files were ar- 
ranged. It was a wait of ‘About 15 
minutes during which time he, and 
others who had come in, waited in 
this plain room which did not pro- 
mote the desire to drink. 


Eventually number cards were|_ 


presented to about 16 people—the 
American among them—and they 
were conducted to another room. 


UNDER AGE OF 25 
ONLY 1 LITRE GRANTED 


There the prospective purchas- 
ers ‘waited until their numbers 
were called. They then went, sep- 
arately, into one of the several of- 
fices. From them came the mur- 
mur of voices. 

Each was being quizzed. Those 
not over 25 were told they would 
be permitted only one litre per 
month—no more. That was final. 
Those over 25 were asked ques- 
tions about why they wanted it. 

The American, by saying that 
his wife was along: that he was 
expecting to entertain friends and 
members of his firm, was permit- 
ted four litres. The Swedes were 
not faring as well. Most of them 
got cards for less. 

Once they had their cards they 
still had to go to the liquor store 
to make the purchase. And when 
'the next month came around they 
had to go back with another ap- 
‘plication to fill out. 

The system would not work m 
America any more than did the 
experiment of prohibition. The 
reason is that America has not 
been subjected to a system of edu- 
cation. It was not so many years 
ago that the Swedes were almost 
swept into prohibition. They 
avoided it and substituted control 
of consumption through law bol- 
stered by education. Most of the 
Swedes regard their present sys- 
'tem as the most workable one pos- 
sible. 

TEMPERANCE COURSES 
IN EVERY INSTITUTJON 


Temperance instruction is given 
in every institution coming under 
the control of the board of educa- 
tion. It is not a fanatical, emotion- 
al education. It is a aalm and sane 
teaching of temperance. It teaches 
the effects of overindulgence on 
the individual and the community. 
It is important to notice that it is 
combined naturally with the 
teaching of other subjects. It is 
not, let it be said again, made a 
special subject; there is no sign-

It is incorrect to view these na- 
tions as utopias.

But they 
do seem to solve them, or make 
progress toward solution, by rea- 
son and not emotional experi- 
ments for which there is lacking 
adequate mental preparation. 

The problem of alcohol, with 
lowered consumption and _ less 
drunkenness; the problem of pros- 
titution with no organized vice 
and the lowest rate of venereal in- 
fection in the world, would seem 
to indicate that education works 
more effectively than any other 
one factor, and that laws, when!

The committee wrote into the 
legislation a declaration of naval 
policy. It declared the fleet should 
not be used for aggression but 
should be big enough to protect 
both the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts at the’same time. The com- 
mittee said the fleet should pro- 
vide protection as well to the Pan- 
ama canal, Alaska, Hawaii, the in- 
sular possessions and “our com- 
merce and citizens abroad.” 

As finally approved, the bill

CALCIUM LACTATE AND 
VITAMIN D. 

A 10-week course of calcium 
lactate—10 grains after food three 
times a day, or if you prefer take 
30 grains after food once daily— 
has brought extraordinary relief 
in a group of common ailments, 
according to the testimonial let- 
ters from our readers. These ail- 
ments have this in common—they 
are all of allergic character; also, 
I believe, they are all associated 
with some“inherent fault in cal- 
cium metabolism or utilization or 
assimilation. The ailments—call 
me quack if you like, I don’t care 
—are: (1) hay fever, (2) asthma, 
(3) hyperesthetic rhinitis, (4) rhi- 
norrhea, (5) recurring hives, (6) 
angioneurotic edema (giant hives), 
(7) migraine (periodic sick head- 
ache) and tetany (particularly the 
adult type characterized by pain- 
ful cramps in the legs in the 
night). And that is not all. The 
same line of treatment has proved 
beneficial in ameliorating or ar- 
resting for prolonged periods va- 
rious annoying manifestations of 
allergic sensitivity to some foreign 
protein, food, animal emanation or 
dust, in a good many instances as 
observed and reported by the suf- 
ferers themselves. 


Calcium lactate may be had in 
five-grain tablets or it may be 
taken dissolved in hot ‘water 
sweetened and flavored with any 
fruit syrup. In any case the tab- 
lets may be washed down with 
milk. 

Natural foods richest in calcium 
are milk, cheese, peas, string 
beans, dried beans, carrots, tur- 
nips, cabbage, lettuce, green leafy 
salad vegetables, spinach, aspara- 
gus, orange or orange juice, oat- 
meal, prunes, plain wheat. 

The daily calcium requirement 
of a young growing child is at 
least half as much again, some 
authorities say quite double that 
of a mature adult. The same ap- 
plies to the prospective mother— 
the demands of the growing fetus 
are so great that the mother’s 
blood, nerves, bones and teeth are 
deprived of their calcium when 
the supply is not adequate. 

Quart of milk contains approxi- 
mately 15 grains of calcium. 

If one gets and assimilates suf- 
ficient calcium, one need not wor- 
ry about phosphorus or the cal- 
cium-phosphorus ratio or balance, 
for it takes care of itself. 

Every one needs not less than 
one quart of milk daily. If less 
than a quart is taken, the differ- 
ence must be made up by milk 
derivatives or products—cheese, 
buttermilk, custards, cream, but- 
ter, ice cream, etc.—this in addi-
